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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5, 26, 28 and 
30 are allowed as amended over the arguments by the applicants filed 01/05/2004 and the 
prior art of record that neither teaches nor fairly suggestive of "An implantable cardiac 
stimulus electrode" per the limitations of the instant claims by the applicants. 

The closest prior art of record by Munshi (US Patent 6,295,474) teaches implantable 
electrodes, but this can not be a prior art for the instant application, because of the same 
inventor and the common assignee for both the cited patent and the instant application. Bolz 
(US Patent 5,964,794) teaches implantable stimulation electrode and Uy et al (US Patent 
5,520,180) teach biomedical electrodes, but does not teach or fairly suggestive of the 
limitations of the instant claims by the applicants, specifically the limitation of the impedance 
and the reversible reduction-oxidation in the instant claims by the applicants.
